TEARS PILLED HIS EYES 


As He Declared That His Honor as

Washington, D. 0., Jan. 26.—In 


the Eagan court martial the testi- 
mony of General Miles before the 
war investigating 
committee was 


presented and the prosecution tested. 


Gen. Eagan'a counsel then put in 


evidence the correspondence between 
Eagan and General Miles through the 
adjutant general, with reference to 
Miles' interview published in a New 
York newspaper; also an extract from 
that interview. 


Col. Alexander, of the subsistence 


department, was called and testified 
that General Eagan was in a high 
state of excitement the day he pre 
pared his testimony for the war in 
vesfcigatiDg commission. 


Colonel Geo. B. Davis, assistant to 


General Eagan, testified that General 
Eagan was intensely excited when he 
prepared his testimony. He had read 
it to the witness, who advised some 
changes, but General Eagan excitedly 
said he would not change a word. 
Eagan was so nervous that he was 
unfit to perform routine duties. 


Miss Milliard, stenographer, 
to 


whom Eagan has dictated his testi- 
mony, had testified that he was un- 
usually nervous and excited- when 
dictating the matter. General Eagan 
himself testified showing unmistak- 
aly a deep sense of the wrong he had 
suffered. He declared he was an hon- 
est man and never profited one cent's 
worth on any contract and was now too 
poor to pay his attorney's fee. 


Tears filled bis'eyes as he declared 
that his honor as a-soldier had been 
attacked. The court then adjourned 
till tomorrow.
